This is the keynote of the whole 
situation.

That ‘s to say 
he put forward his views, but he’ 
did not press them and he gave 
the French to understand that if 
they insisted on seizing —

Britain, while it could not 
approve actively, would not op- 
pose. This, of course, was just 
what Poincare wanted. 

The French leader is determined 
to seize the Ruhr and Hasen and 
he has five divisions ready to ad- 
vance on January 15. He has no 
intention of reaching an agreement 
at Parise if an agreement means 
the surrender of any part of the 
French claims. I am told that he 
has assured the other premiers 
thet France has no intention to 
hold the seized territories perma-

“I have found that the glands 
of goats, rams, boars and dees can 
be used without marked difference 
in effect. So far as I can deter- 
mine, there is little or no difference 
in the effects produced by gland- 
ular material obtained from vari- 
ous animals. 


BY INJECTION 


“The fret of my cases by the in- 
jection method was treated in Jan- 
vary, 1920, that is those cases 
wherein animal glandular material 
was used. In order to ascertain 
where there were any theraneutic 
value in this procedure, and, if pos- 
sible, to determine what, I gave 
anyone who applied a treatment. 

“The matter was fully explained 
to the patient, and he was allowed 
to use his own judgment as to 
whether he cared to submit or not. 
It was probably fortunate for me 
that from the beginning I was able 
to carry on thie work in a prison. 
for in such a place all men are 
treated alike. and live under the 
same conditions of food, work, and 
general surroundings. A good op- 
portunity was given for observing 
results, because the patients were 
under dally observation, and the 
‘follow up’ conditions were ideal. 

“As soon as a new prisoner is re- 
ceived at San Quentin, he is given 
a thorough physical examination, 
so that his status on his entrance 
ia well known.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 11.—Fourteen 
Russian ships carrying refugees 
from Viadivostok are now in the 
harbor here, five arriving today. 
All of the ships are short of fuel 
and food supplies and the authori- 


ties will not permit the passengers 
to land, although charitable organ 
izations are planning measures to 
relieve the immediate needs of the 
homeless Russians. 

Of the original fleet of fifteen 
veesele comprising the Russia Asi- 
atic navy one if missing and it is 
feared it may have been lost. 

On the ships now here there are 
more than 560 officers and soldiers 
of the former White Guard with 
their families, which ineſude 200 
wives and daughters. There are 
also 870 orphan former ca- 
dets at the military in Viad- 
ivostok. 

With extreme economy, it is said 
the supplies aboard the ships will 
| be sufficient to support life unti) 
the fret of January. Fuel and 
| clothing, however, are lacking.
